Claims 1-20 are now pending, wherein claims 1, 6, 1 1, and 12 are independent ones. 



Claim Objections 

2. Claims 6-10 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

Claim 6, structural formula, lines 28 and 31-32, the numbers used to represent the 
compounds are suggested to be changed from (1). . . .(3) to (5). . . .(7) respectively; 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-20 are allowable over the closest references: Ender (US 3,287,291), 
Nakamura et al. (US 5,973,067), and Britton (US 5,618,951).

Ender discloses an organosilicon compound represented by the formula of 
Si[(OCH 2 )nOCH 3 ]4 which includes Si(OCH 2 OCH 3 ) 4 , Si[(OCH 2 ) 5 OC 4 H 9 ] 4 , 
Si(OCH 2 OC2H 5 )(OCH 2 OCH3) (OCH 2 OCH 2 OC 2 H 5 ) (OCH 2 OCH 2 OCH 3 ), or 
Si(OCH 2 OCH 3 )[(OCH 2 ) 3 OCH 3 ] [(OCH 2 ) 2 OCH 3 ] [(OCH 2 ) 4 OCH 3 ] (col. 1, lines 15-20; col. 2, 
lines 14-26). However, Ender does not teach or fairly suggest a process to prepare the claimed 
modified silane compound. 

Nakamura et al. disclose an alkenyltrialkoxysilane which can be allyltrimethoxysilane, 
allyltriethoxysilane, allyltri(ethoxymethoxy)silane, butenyltrimethoxysilane, 
hexenyltrimethoxysilane, or hexaenyltriethoxysilane (claims 1 and 3). However, Nakamura et al. 
do not teach or fairly suggest a process to prepare the claimed modified silane compound. 

Britton discloses 2,2-difluoroketene silyl acetal (claim 1, Formula I). However, Britton 
does not teach or fairly suggest a process to prepare the claimed modified silane compound.
